Indeed, to Bay 
thatgentlemtn without legal training 
were well fitted to administer a Court 
of Law having a very wide jurisdiotion 
would be to knock oyer the theories 
and ignore the ezperUpee;<|Of'-tb&;oiOt^ 
powerful and enlighieoed cbantriej- in 

^ Jhe world. If we look at our own 
motlier ooontry, or if we refer to Ca- 
nada, we will find that not only is 
legal training held to be an essential 
qualification lor administering Courla 
baring much more limited jurisdiotion 
than oar County Courts , but legal 
practitioners of the greatest experience 
are as a rule, solected to fill these po- 
nitions. If it really be so that the 
po»illon8 ot County Court Judges in 
British Columbia "are aingoluily well 
Slled " by gentlemen wholly innooeui 
of tho law, it oocurs to oae to.ask why, 

10 other labdi, the' sole road, and tho 
long and' ^tedioas' road, to the Bench 
should bo through a thorough oourse ot 
legal Biudy and a lengthened practise 
at the Bar? Nay, it may justly be aaked 
if gonilemon of ordinary edaoation and 
destitute of legal lore may take but one 
■lep from the guard-room or the 
ooDUtingoboase to the Bench, why is it 
that we are called upon to pay one 
tboaiaod poniids sterling a year for a 
FaiBne Judge, or twelve hundred pounds 
sterling a year for a Chief Justice 7 
There is no short cut, nt> Royal road to 
the Bench iia Bogland. ^here is none 
In Canada. There none but a thorongh- 
iy trained and experienced profession, 
al man can adminifter even in 
Xho Division CjuriB, with jnris- 
dloti^n rOBiricted to matters in. 
Tolviog eighty dollars. Tne Stipon- 
diary .Magistrates of^.firiliBb Columbia 
vill not take it'unklndly when we as- 
■ertthat they are not poasesned of an 
eteenlial pre-requisito for ihe position 
ot County Coun Judges; that it is ooi 
in the true intorosis of iho country thai 
they should be coniioued in that posi- 
tion, and that meftured.ao^ -thougbtlol 
publio opinion is deoide^ijj.s^dT.efse >o a 
mrpetoation' of' tfaie present system. 
IniHed, we have reason to know that 
the best qualified amongst tbem are 
conscious of tho lalao position into

We'dnesday laat will ever fora one . of tbe 
saddest and most remarkable days in French 
history. It was a day of monrDing, and of 
bitter bumiHntfon-forParia— for tha;iiation.'- 
fuU of tbe most terrific apprebantiaii, l.and 
whan. eMb rpapmsnl roai^hl'^ have i^D^red in 
■ Sicilian Vespers,' and Qerman retribution 
found its zenith iu atreois o( blood; Tbo most 
patriotic appunia had beon addressed to the 
citizena by the govorDmont, and by tbt press 
of every shade, to abijlain from all attempts at 
repisals, and to submit to the last — tho most 
UDchivalious eiaotiun of the Victor, with that 
calm and abstention suited to the occaaioii. 
The day waa gloomier than a I/ondoa Sunday 
and more dtsulats than an ?<dinburghSabbatLi, 
in all externals — hut the sun thono brilliantly 
un Irieud and foe, and aeeiaed to naock aliko 
the Uauh and Tautens. The sensible civilians 
recogoizad tba inutility — tbe madneas' Of 
aisting the Germans, but thn capital — there 
were apirita who would sacriice everything, 
even themselves, aud France ittall to glut the 
prospect of revenge. M.! only had Belleville 
and iis adjoining diatricta to be feared, but 
the immenaa floating population of the provin 
ces and from the aaburbs, who bad soaght 
refugo in tbe city aud had suffered in ruined 
homes and whose tears fell hot aud fast tor 
relatives and frieuda kllledin the struggle since 
last July. The exasperated classes bad seized 
3U pieces of unillery, aoToral mitraillaurea

- Tbe aspect of tbe city was anparaltled. The 
apeotacla, was never wiineissd before, nor 
likely to ^be •again. Nearly every; shop was 
oloSed-y-a'ven tohaconiats, cafes and ijsstau> 
rants, wbidb gailerally remiilh open nuder, all 
circumstances. Soma windowi hung but black 
daga.

Statues were draped in black, and that of 
iitraaboBrg, in ihe Place Je ia Concorde, 
almost covered with Uoweri sinoa Auguat, had 
a haodago ot craps over its eyes, Tbe small 
flags carried by tho battalions of tho National 
Cruarda were aurmounied by mourning 
wieatha," aud a few ol the 'bus borees dis- 
played black lavora. The wbule the National 
'Giiards^360.000 — ware nsder armS. facalliag 
revolutiooary epochs— one party d^sifiog to 
attack ths Qermaos and tbe other to 'prevent 
tbtm. Beyond the boudaries fixed, for : the 
occupatiuo ths iruopa of tbe Line would allow 
nobody in uniform to pass, and as tbe few 
abuiai which coniiuued to ply for a few boura
